ward upon Nova Fravcia, Northeaftward up- 
FLING on Nova Scotia and Southard upon the greac 
Ocean, firft called by the Spaniards, Yare det Nort ( or the 
North Sea ) not for its height ſo far Nertherly,but in eppoſition 
of the Sea\hich is on the other fide of that Continent, called 
che South ſea. The Sea coalt thereof, from 1ts Southernmoſt to 
Cape Codd, bearing Welt fouthweft,and Eaft Northeaſt ; and from 
Cape Codd to Cape Croix, being intorte five Degrees odd minuts, 
and the utmoſt bounds of New-Exg/and Northward , lying |. 
Southweſt and Northealt.' This Country, together with Nova 
Scotia,was fermeriy called Norombega , which hath bin this ma- 
ny yeares\diſcoyered an1 poſieſſed by the Englith,in right ofthe 
Crowne of England. This Land in the Superficies ( the ftere 
of Wood excepted )may be compared to this Kingdome. As for 
De-la-ware Bay to Cape Codd, being an indifferent low Land , 
is like to the ſhires of Efex Swuffolke, Norfolke Cambridge, Hun- 
tingdon, Lincolne ; and from Cape Coad Ealtward,more hilly, re- 
fembling Hampſhire, Dorceſter, Devon and Cornwall. As theſe 
two parts of the Country differ in forme, ſe they do in fertility; 
for that to the Weſtward of Cape Coad , exccedeth the other to 
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' rhe Eiftward ,as much 1n rich Svile as in levell ; and withall, hath 
more large M urthes upon the Sea coaſt , now favject to the in- 
andation of high-tiJes howybeir , divers of chem might be gained 
from tie watel (itever the Planrers ſhould undertake ic) with far 
©& teflſectarge,thanto make Tillble che like quantity of wood land, 
| by reaſon the inlets are but narcory, and bounded with aſcending 
grounds. 

2. Toe inner part of the Counttey conſifteth moſt of Ppland, 
full of Woods, yet is fo well furniſhed with fertile low Plaines 
and Val:123, that incrofling the Woods,one ſhall hardly miſſe in 
three or foure myles of Bick places, whereof ſome are very ſpa- 
cious anddelighttull, with cleere freſh Rivers or Brooks gliding 
through them; without Fenne or Bogge, and ſcarſe a ſhrub or 
buſh ro hinder a Ploughs going ; and commonly flanked or ſur- 
rounded with woody Hills, whence a man may behold as plea- 
fant proſpects (building, Tillage and Cartell excepted) as any in 
| all Exzgland; whetein Planters may have choice enoughef rich: 
Earable land for many Generations, Thoſe Vallies anq Marſhes 
upon the Sea Coaſt, beare Craſſe of a great length and thicknes, 

in {ome places {o ranke, that it is abeve an Ell in height ; which, 
chough it be not at the firſt cntting fe fine as our Enoliſh Grafle, 
yet is ſuch good Winter Fod Jer as that Cattell thrive well there- 
with, and the ofcner k 1s mowed, the finer it groweth. The 
Ypland allo in molt places is ſukcient ge241 land, producing 
Greſl: very thick,ſiveer and timely, eſpecially where the Indians | 
hare cleared any quanti:y of ground to plant their Corne in, ; 
and afteryards quitzed it for nzv c1oiſe- The ſoile in-generall is | 
of diverſe forts. The Vallies and Marſhes are for the moſt patt |} 
a far black MoullJ, ſaving in ſome plac2s a Kin4 of a loamie Clay, | 
whereof the Planters make Brickes, Ties, and earthen Veſlells, | 
The Yplazd1s either a Gravell Sandy, or fomewaat ſtronger in- 
ciining to a Clay greund, ec! b:ing very beneficiall co the la- 
bours of a painfull Hushandman. 

3- Tnat Country 1s tored with as grezt and good choice of all | 
forts of timber, as any ons land in the knowne world ; there he. | 
ing three kinds of Oake, each excelling tae other for particular 
uſes, with plenty of all kindes of treesthat England affords ; be- 
f&ides many other kinds of Wood veryuſefall for this Kingdom, 
which it ſelfe yeeldeth not ; as Spruce, Firre, and Deale of excra- 
_eſdinary growth, for Maſts, Yards and Plankes 5 our of which

Wood may-bee extracted, Pi Tate, Rnzin and Twrpntiae : 
Likewiſe, Pine trees, Cedar,Cipres, Salfaphras, with the Sumack 
which is very good for Dyers and Tanners; out of this Sumack 
and Shee-Cedar iflnerh {fveet Gums, much uſed for perfumes -: 
All thoſe that work in Wood, do find thoſetrees for gordnetl;- 
very anſyerable to cheir defires. There be ſeverall kinds ef trees 
that beare fruit, as Wallnut Cheſtnur, Haſelnut erees and divers 
forts of Plambe trees ; with infinite tore of Vines char beare 
Grapes 1n great clafters, and as big many of rthim, as Mugket 
bullets; which ſome of the Inhabitants,both Englith and Durch, 
have tranſplanted, who are of opinion, by what they have a'rea. 
dy tried, that with drefling and pruning of chem, they will be a. 
ble to make as good Wines as any part of France, All the Woods 
over, there be Cheſtnuts, Wallnucs Hatelnues, . Currance, Mul.. 
. berries, Rasberries, Gooſeberries, Hurtleberries, Hawes, wit! 
many other kindes of fruit and roots which are excellent food 
for Hogges, and cauſerh them to increale wondettullia growth 
and profit. 

4. That Earth finAiherh exceedingly all kinds of Engliſh and 
Indian Corne, and the Planters doe find by experience, that it 
beareth as great crops, and more increale than in any part of this 
Kinzdom : Yet therebe divers experienced Farmers which doe 
negle& our Engliſh Beanes 2nd Peaſe, and ſow thoſe of the 1 
dians , preferring them before the other, for goodves cf taſt and 
profit. But the product of Jzaian Wheat, which is a goodfood, 
ſurpaſſerh all other graine ; for 100, and 50. and 200. 1s ordina- 
rily the increaſe thereof : And ctherebe ſome of good credit nov 
in this Kingdome who have alfirmed, rhar they had above zoo. 
fold. The worth of that Land is manifefly confirmed, in that 
it is an uſuall courſe with thoſe Farmers (upon the firſt cutting 
up of their»grqund) toſow either Hcmpe or [zdian Wheate to 
corre the raucknefſeof ir, as being too ſtrong tor any other 
graine: there bee allo Hempe and Flax that growerh natural- 
ly ſomwhar ſhorter and (tenderer then ours in Ezg/azd,but much 
finer and ſtronger, whereof the Iydiexs make Cords and Nets, 
which may prove 1n time a great ſlaple commodity for Cordadge 
. Canvas, and other ſorts of tiner lnnen. Likewiſe chat Country 
aftordethh naturally diverfity of medecinable Roots, Herbs,and 
Flowers, ſome of them being very beautifull and fragrant, with 

ether kinds wholſome and good tor {awce and fallads,and "_ 
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dance of Strawberries throughout the fields, larger and as 200d 
as any Garden Strawberries in Exglezd+ For all kinds of Garden 
Roots and Herbs that are planted or ſowed they proſper maryel- 
lous well, and are very uſeiull for the Plantors, Moreover the 
ground is-ſo rich, and the climare ſo fealonable, that ir would af. 
ford as good Woad, Madder, Ripe and Satron, as 1nany land 
where they ate now growling. —_ 

5. There may be had all Materials for Buildings , whether 
Forts, Caſtles, Churches, Houſes, or any other Structures, as 
Free-ſtone, Smiveth Rone,and Marble ſlats for covering , Lime- 
tone for morter and plaiftering,with choife Timber,andallother 
appurtenances fit for finiſhing. _ 

Some aftirme, that there be divers forts of Mines, but litt'e 
that I know of hath bin as yer found, excepting Black-lead aud 
Iron-ſone of ſeverall kinds,which may 1n time move the indu- 
firious Planters to ſet up Iron works, having Wood and all e- 
ther neceflaries fit to matntaine them foi many ſacceeding ages; 
and may prove a ſpeciall meanes to preſerve the Woods here in 
England. Geod falt hath bin thete found , candied by the Sun 
upon the ſides of the Recks,where high fpring Tides hath Jefc 
any{quantity of ſalt water, inſomuch, that it is afſuredly knowne, 
there might be made as good falt in many places to the South. 
ward of Cape Codd,as injany part of Fraxce. Likewiſe for Por- 
aſhes, there is no Land where more may be mage, nor art lefle 
charge,fer the Planters mighe therewith cupply this Kingdome 
yeariy with more then can benſed,oue of the ſuperfluous Woods 
they have abour their Plantarions. 

6. There are alſo many faire Lakes (which are the heads of all 


 ermoſt of the principal Rivers of rhe Country)ſtered with good 


 Teagnes long aud 60,jabreduyy greatfinxes efyater are found 


choice of dainty treth Fiſh, where the Salvayes rake their Beavers 
Octers,andorher Furres ; but the Planters have nor yer diſco- 
vered 1n all chat continent neere Yirginia and New England, an 


worthy of particular mention bur three. The one is the Lake 


St. Lewis inthe Weſt end of New England, which is 66. leagues 
11 lengrh,and 30. Leagues broad, bur exrendeth it ſelfe ſo farre 
wefterly,that I could nor inſerc it in this Mapp. Another Lake 
ehere is {ixteen leagues to the weftiyard of this . quite out of the 
bounds:of New England, nor exprett here at all, named by the 
Preach La Herdalce,in Engliſh the freſh Sea. This Lake is 166.

part of 1t,and runneth Weſterly within the ſpace of fifteen leagues 
i1nco a Bay of falt rater , which muſt needs bee an Arme ot the 
Souti Sea. The other Eaſtyard & looſeth 1t ſeife into Lake St, Lew 
i:.The third is the Lake of Hierocoyis, lying in the body of New. 
Ezplaxd,the length thereof being 46 Leagues and the bredth 80. 
miles, As the Lakes of that Conntry are valt and numerous, ſo 
they produce many goodly Rivers, ſome of thein far bigger then 
any. in this our Brettaiue, of WhICh Canads 1s the greatelt, iffuin 

ont of that great Lake St, Lewis : And taking its coutle all along 
the North part of New Ezgland,divideta it from Nova' Francea, 
and-disburtheneth it (elfe 1n the grear Bay Northealtward of No- 
va Scotia, The lecond is Hanritins River lo called by the Dutch, 
but by the Engliſh, H:dſoxs River, who firſt diſcovered it : This 
River hath divers branches the catefe of which , commeth ont of 
the Lake Heeroguoyis | as the Indians and Dutch among them- 


elves report, bur” deſcribe ir not ſo[as it 1s {uppoled]leſt the Eng- 


li h thonuld find out by that meanes a way to the Lake, and lo par- 
Licipate of their great Beaver trade ; it flowerh forty leagues into 
the land and is Navigable divers leagues higher, running all with- 
in New Eng!/and and 1s received into Sande or Manahatas Bay, a

latitude of forty degrees, and thirty fix minutes. The third 18.

There bee 
many other Navieable Rivers,as Merimack Sagadahock Conette. 


. cute,Chanploiones River and others which would be too redjicus 


to diſcovrſe of particularly : For Brooks and ſprings of ejweer 
water, there be ſo many, that Planters whereſoever they ſeat tnem 
ſelyes , need not feare ſcarcity -of water in the greateſt drought 


For any uſe, Sea-men that frequent thar Ceuntry commend 1t for 


diverſity ef good Harbours ſo that whenceſoever the wind blow- 
eth, they have one or other to'pur into-for ſafe-guard : For the 
Coaſt being full of Ilands and broken lanid, have many openings, 
which make the Chanels deepe ny" narrcyy berween which Lands 
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and the maine land liethe moſt and beſt Harbonrs which are 


ſheltred on the ſhore fide with high Clitts, Woods, cr both ; and 
rewards the Sea with Ilands or Head -lands,which break the wavs 
cf that ſivelling Sea, to that the tides come 1n where the Shipps 
ride {6 calme that they are hardly ſenlible of ay ſtorm. Another 
great commodity of thele Harbeurs is, that Ships may ride there 
without danger of Worm-eating, which they cannot do,unleffe.: 
they be ſheathed, in Yirginia,Florida,8 further to the Southard. 


. The raggednes of the Coat, and {trarghtentrance into the Har. 


bonrs ave partly fortified by Nature, in that there be fey cf them 
ſo broad, but an ordinary calt peece will execute from one Bank 
co another, where with a little Arc may bee railed (as they have 
done in ſeverall places) luch Rrong works as will bee able to re. 
pell the power of an invading Enemy. 

7. All Engliſh and Spanith Cattle which were tranſported 


' thither, grow larger, and yeeld more profit than thoſe of the 


tame kind whence-they came ; and which 1s more, Dutch beats 
which were carried ou: of a fatter Soile thenours, do with bree. 
diny there, become larger in ſize ther otherwiſe, and none of 
them have bin hitherto lubject to thoſe aulea'gs ine1dert to Cat- 
cle ib this Land : But for their Pou'try, comparins the number 
of thoſe Planters in Famiites and Eltates with the Inhabitants 
of this Conntry, they wiil be found berrer provided. The bene- 
fir that 15 made by the Planters of their Caccle, Corne and other 
commodities which the Land affords them 1s great, conſidering 
what good eſtates divers induttricus men have attained unto 11» 
a ſhort cime, out of ſmall beginatngs. 
$8. There are o' the Nactve Beaſts both ravenous and com- 
modious ; The Rayenous are Beares, Wolves Luſerans or Own- 
ces, Foxes, Squunks, Ferrets, and wild Dogs, very like the or.. 
dinary Curs of England, which the Salgaages doe take and tame 
when they are young to folloyy them who never bark; bur againit 
raih of foule weather, will chen ſet themſelves to howle, making 
a moſt hideous yelling noiſe : The beaſts thar are commodious 
be profitable two wayes, either for food or furs. For Furs, fach 
are Beayers, Otters, Minks, Rackoons, Muſquaſh, Sables, and 
ethers. ' There have bin Bears, black Wclyes and Foxes taken, 
who!e caſes are of 'great eſteem here in England: the beatts for 
food are Elks, Deer of tio kinds, Hares and Rabbetrs : the beare 
and Squunk allo are eſteemed by the Planters lirtle inferiour p 
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Veale and Lambe :' For thoſe Deere, the leffer cf them are 
a kinde of Red Deere, but not altogether fo bigg and large as 
Ours, \wh16o never beat themtelves fo low ar rut, bur that they will 
be farall the winter,and are as good Venilon as any in Chrilten- 
dom : theie have their brow and beam ant.'crs, broaches, tor. 
ches, and as many ſtarts upon their heads, as vur Englith Deer, 
Dat grow mcre compalt andforward : the other is as large as an' 
Oxe, calieda Mcoſe, headed ſonnvhar like a Bnck with broad 
palms, but much wider then our Red or fallow Deer; theſe Moo 
ſes are heavy flow beafts, which frequent the loiy rank grounds 
to feed upon lony grafle, by reaſon their fore:feer are longer then 
their hinder feer, whoſe fleſh is of a courſe big prain,& ears like-. 
unto Beefe. Borh theſe kind of Deer bring ordinarily 3. Calves 
at a fall and timelierthen cur engliſh Deer by 2. months ; there 
be miany kinds of fea and land Foyle, wherot ſome may be made 


| fit for recreation, others for ſuſtenance, with a third kind good: 


for neither; as Fagles,Gripes,Ravens,Cormorants,and Croyys : 
For ſports you have Faulcons, Lanners, Gothawks, and cthers 
for food, Turkies, Grouces,Patridges, Cranes, wild Swans, wild 
Geeſe of 3. kinds, Ducks, Widgins, Teales, Herons, f.a and 
Land Larks, with many cthers 1n greater plenty by far then in 
theſe Countries, with ſeverall fingingiBirds ſ{trang ro us, that 
are vety glcrious to the cye for diverlity of colours, But there 
is a Fowle, which fome that wrice ct them call Pidgeons, whoſe 
—_— is like to the Turtle,and rayled lice to a Magpy,otheriwiſe 
for their ſhape and flying, I ſhould rather thinke them to bee a 
kind of Stock-Doves,which Fewle 11 October fly in ſuch flocks, 
that T have ſeene the sky darkned with them; as 1f ithad bin o- 
ver-caſt with a clond, all flying from the North South-ward to 
{ome hotter Region, where they continueuntill the ſpring, and 
then do return to build and breed towards Nova $69184,1h a more 
temperate clymate forthe inmmer. | : 

9.As that Sea which flanketh the Coaſt of New Englard,is the 
molt ſpacicus in the yorld,ſo it affordech rhe greateſt ſtore and 
molt yariety of fiſh,for neere to De-l/a-ware Bay there are more 
Whales and Grampaſles then 1n Groixlaxd ; and all the Coalt a- 


long. chere are great abundance of Salmon, Sturgion, Turbut,Mul- 


let, Bafſe, Mackerill, Thornbacke, Hake, Herrinvs, Shads, Scules, 
Eales,Lampries, Smelts,and all other kinds takenin our Englith 
{c8s,yicth many others, not knowne þy any Dames to our Nation: 
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As for Ceds,the fiſhing voyages made yearely out of Explaxd for 


that purpoſe,will ſaftciently p-ove their plenry,and withall there 
is neither Bay nor Creek, bur is as full of Lobſters,Oylters, Scal- 


 1ops,Crahs, Cockles, Praunes, Clammes, Muſſels, Petewinkles, 


&C, Sorhat a Boy may £0 into divers places on the ater fide, 
and take more 1n cne houre than willdine eight orten Men, 

« Xo. Tonching the Climare ; That Country 1s placed vin the 
principall part of the temperate Zoxe,where being ten Degrees 
neerer the Egquizottiall than this Land ; the Ayre 1s better dige- 
ted, which maketh a very ſerene and freſh 5kie: So that New 
Exgland is generally preterred before this land for healthfulnes, 
{ymparthizing berter then our Engliſh Nation ; more particu- 
larly,tuch as are troubled with any Cold, Rhumaticke or Me- 
hnchokke diftemperatures ; for the temper of that Clitnare is 
ſomewhat hotter then 1s ordinary here in Summer , and fome- 
what colder in the Winter, yet the Summer 1s net ſo het, but 
men inJure the heat to labour in; nce the Winter ſocold , bur 
with moderate ſtirring they may brook the ſharpeſt ayre a 
who'e day; but tor the ſpring and Autumne , they are very tem- 
perate and pleaſant, I need not writ much concerning the lengrh 
ofdayes and nights, four therets no Intelligent Traveler but 
knot the nearer a Courtry is to the Eguinefiall , there the 
more equall both nights and dayes are in Winter and fummer;ſ@ 
thatin the ſouth'part of New England, the dayes ate two hcures 
and a halfe ſhofter in Summer than inthis Kingdome, and as 
much longerin the Winter. 

I1. Therebe three Nations befides the Indians who inhabir 
that Country,name!y , French, Engliſh, and Dutch - the French 
are the moſt Notrtherly Plancatien, being in number about two 
hundred,and the laft of the three that poflefled any part of che 
Land ,they are ſet downe in a place called Perobſcot , where they 
haye ereRted a Forr and neceflary buildings, but apply themſelyes

being croſs'd in'their voyageby contrary winds and Rormes were:

diced in their Provifion ; where,through want cf meanes to to!- 


low their purpoſe, did continueuntill they ſent their Maſters word 
of this cratſe tortune, which'was ſoone diſpatched , deſiring a'ſe- 
cond ſupply of Neceflaries, and a' DireQtion what they ſhonld far- 
cher dot, In che 'meane time, they ſought cut the beit helpes that 
char Country could aftordfor lively.hood, having no Provifien 
but what they gorwith labour and danger, nor then ſufficient te 
content Nature ; yet all of chem. with much hardneſfe and pati- 


_ ence;fuftained thewant ofthis rude Delirt;expeting ſome relicfe 


co come to them, but this bad arid" tinexpected newes'tooke of 
the edge of the Advenruters hopes,{o thar they concludeth, rather 
chenrto hazard any moremoney for t :cir ſecond tranſportaticn.to 
loſe-what was chevy expended. Neverthelefle.chey inployed 
cheic wits and hands ſomerto-bnild houſes, others to goabread1n- 
ro thECountry to ſeek what they could fiade for prohe ; and after 
much ſearch, happily hapned upon/ ſome trade tor Beaver and © « 
cher Furres /'which they did ſo dil.igenely follow | that within a 
ſhorr rime they had ner cnly quicted ttemlelves from the mile- 
rable condition they were lately in, but began to raiſe ſome bene- 
fir, and to conceive a good hepe'of a' growing and contitumg 
gaine, which in afſhort rimeſuited their expeKation.For,whereas 
they were at that time but covenanc Servants to the Marchauts, 
did within the round of eighteen months or ewo yeares;; buy our 
their Freedome(as I rakeie for eighteen hundred pounds)paying 
them by two hundred pounds a yeare ;/bur within ayeare 6r two 
after theycame ro another compoſition , which was , -Thatifthe

1.3. The other Plantation is chat of the Adaſachuſetts Bay, . 
wh wear over well-provided-with ell neceſfaries, intendiny to 
xaile dhemlelves naveltaces inthat Country. The betree forc of 
them, being Gentlemen. of good eſtates and reputation herein 
England: the reſt were very induſtrions and paintall, vho brought 
overt either competent meanes to put thetaſelves into 2 thriving, 
coarle, or. had gpad Dacupations and Trades, wherdy chey might. 
live npcn the accommodations: of the Country: And wichall, 
ar&,now very defirous to have fach a Government ſetled by the 
Kings Authority, that will ſubjeftall of themco the Laws of chis 
Land, whereby the abuſes of fach as are refretory may be con- 
victed and corecRed, and the obedience of rhe ceſt chertſhed and 
defended. This Plantation hath bin very fuccefſefull and fe al- 
ready growne ſoaumerous, that they are dilperied throighour 
the Sea-coalt of rhis Bay, above fifcy miles in compaſle : In ſeve- 
rall places whereof, they have builc Ferts'of good firength;with
